END OF CONCORDANCE OF THE PERSIAN BAYAN. 


It is to be observed that, as Gobineau has correctly pointed 
out, all the later writings of the Bab are included in the 
term Baydn (III, 17), though it is specially applied to those 
written in the Qur’dnic style (¢.e. “verses”, dydZ). Gobineau 
reckons three Baydns, two in Arabic, of which one is much 
longer than the other, and one in Persian. It is to the latter 
that this Index applies. I read it through and made an 
abstract of the contents, in which I endeavoured to note 
every point of interest or importance, and from this abstract 
| constructed the Index or Concordance printed above. As 
the Persian Baydén has never been printed, reference could 
only be made to the Sections into which it is divided. It 
was evidently planned to consist of 19 Wafids, or “Unities”, 
each containing 19 Babs, or chapters, but only half was 
written, and it ends with We/zd IX, chapter 10, thus con- 
taining in all 8x 19 + 10 = 162 sections. It appears to have 
been purposely left unfinished, so that the remainder might 
be added by “Him whom God shall manifest”. Part, but not 
the whole, of this Supplement was written by $ud4-2-Azal,
